Having heard at Gweedore that there was an epidemic of diphtheria or 
scarlatina amongst the children, I returned there to-day to visit the families. 

There is no diphtheria. 

Two families have been attacked with scarlatina. 

1 . Shan McBride’s four children were attacked ; 

f 1 has recovered. 

Of these - 1 is convalescent. 

[ 2 are still ill (mild attack). 

This family is not poor ; they have two cows, calf, and horse. 

2. Pat Coyle’s five children were attacked ; 

f 2 died (1 on 19tli and 1 on 22nd March). 

Of these - 1, an infant, is dying. 

[ 2 are recovering. 

This family is poor, living on a portion of a subdivided farm. The two 
children had died before medical attendance was sought. 

I was told that during the winter there had been some cases where children 
had sore throats, with redness of skin (i.e., presumably scarlatina), but they had 
not excited much attention. 

These are the whole of the cases of infectious disease. As both these families 
are now shunned by the neighbours, I do not think the disease will spread. 
Should it do so, however, the school of the locality (Buninver) ought to be 
temporarily closed. 

I saw two other families whose children were said to be ailing, but the 
illnesses were all bronchitis save one case of pneumonia. One family had a 
cow, &c. ; the other, two cows and a horse. 
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
